I’m home and I’m glad. 
I’m still in a wee bit of a 
fog, but that’s not unusual. 
I keep thinking of the word, 
‘serendipity.’ I looked it 
up to be sure I was using 
it correctly. ‘‘An apparent 
aptitude for making for- 
tunate discoveries ac- 
cidentally.’’

New York Governor Nelson 
Rockefeller again is an. an- 
nounced candidate for the 
GOP presidential nomination. 

California’s Governor Ron- 
ald Reagan is assessing GOP 
sentiment in various parts of 
the country. 

Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey has joined Sena- 
tors Eugene McCarthy and 
Bobby Kennedy as a con- 
tender for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

Fun is being had by all— 
except, perhaps, by President 
Lyndon Johnson. 

The reasons for Rockefel- 
ler’s renewed enthusiasm and 
Reagan’s careful assessment 
of the GOP situation are not 
hard to find. 

To date, former Vice Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon, the 
frontrunning Republican can- 
didate, has not sewed up a 
single large state delegation 
in advance of the Miami con- 
vention the first week of Au- 
gust. California is for Reagan. 
New York is for Rockefeller. 
Pennsylvania is for Governor 
Shafer. Ohio is for Governor 
Rhodes. Texas is for Senator 
Tower. Illinois is for Senator 
Percy (or Senator Dirksen). 
Michigan is for Governor 
Romney. Everywhere one 
looks, the favorite sons are 
standing, tight—and without 
a break in the ranks Nixon 
apparently can’t lock up the 
nomination. 

Interestingly, Rockefeller’s 
entry into the presidential 
sweepstakes was accompanied 
by the support of five former 
national GOP chairmen — 
Senator Thurston Morton, 
William Miller, Leonard Hall, 
Senator Hugh Scott, and 
Meade Alcorn. Morton and 
Miller are the two who have 
traversed the country in re- 
cent weeks taking soundings 
on Rockefeller’s potential del- 
egate strength. Morton is a 
Republican moderate and 
Miller, Barry Goldwater’s 
running mate in 1964, is a 
conservative. 

Vice President Humphrey 
accompanied his entry into 
the Democratic presidential 
contest with a skillful knock 
at Bobby Kennedy and a 
statement of candidacy de- 
signed to usurp the middle 
ground in Democratic philos- 
ophy while forcing Kennedy 
to the left. 

Humphrey, like Rockefel- 
ler, is foregoing the primary 
elections. In each man’s case, 
the timing of the presidential

statewide vaccination pro- 
gram. The State testing and 
vaccination have been un- 
der the direction of the 
Bureau of Animal. health, 
California department of 


agriculture. 
Prior to initiation of the 
brucellosis vaccination 


program in 1948, the Uni- 
versity of California es- 
timated that 17 per cent 
of California’s dairy cattle 
and eight per cent of the 
beef cattle were infected 
with the disease. Today, 
less than one cow in a 
thousand commercially 
slaughtered in the state is 
found to be infected. Eradi- 
cation of the disease in the 
state and nation is hoped 
to be achieved by 1975. 

Surveillance for the di- 
sease continues by both 
Federal and State agencies. 
Beef cattle are tested at 
terminal markets and dairy 
herds are screened by 
tests of milk samples col- 
lected at dairies or cream- 
eries,

Similar air drops are be- 
ing made six days a week 
over a target area that 
covers about 15,000 acres 
of cotton in the area where 
pink bollworm moths were 
first trapped last October.

STERILE MOTHS BEING DROPPED FROM AIR 
O COMBAT PINK BOLLWORM INFESTATION 


approximately 
250, 000 sterile moths, or 
nearly seven million moths 
per month for about an eight 
month period. ; 

Objective of the air drops 
is to effectively overflood 
the present low population 
of pink bollworm moths in 
the area, providing at least 
50 sterile moths for every 
normal moth in order to 
reduce. drastically the 
chances for fruitful repro- 
duction of the _ pink 
bollworm. 

It is estimated that the 
sterile moth operation will 
cost over $700,000 during 
the 1968 season, to be fi- 
nanced equally by state- 
grower and federal funds. 

U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture facilities at 
Brownsville, Texas, is 
producing the sterile male 
and female moths by sub- 
jecting them to gamma rays 
from a cobalt machine. The 
moths will then be dyed 
for identification purposes 


flown to Bakersfield in re- 
frigerated containers, 
transferred into small 
cardboard cylinders, and 
then air dropped over the 
target area from USDA air- 
craft. 

In order to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the opera- 
tion, the area will be con- 
tinually monitored by field 
sex-lure trapping, blossom 
surveys, examination of 
cotton gin trash and in- 
spection of green cotton 
bolls when they ~. become 
available. 

Agriculture officials 
said the sterile moth prin- 
ciple has proved effective 
with other insects, and with 
pink bollworm under labor- 
atory conditions, but that 
the Bakersfield operation 
will be the first field trial 
against pink bollworm, one 
of the world’s most des- 


.tructive cotton pests, and 


a serious threat to Cali- 
fornia’s $200 million an- 
nual cotton crop.

“Organization Leaders Disagree 
On Future Agriculture Programs 


WASHINGTON, D.C.- 
Wide disagreemént on fu- 
ture farm programs by 
three major organizations 
was evidenced at hearings 
before the Senate commit- 
tee on Agriculture, chair- 
manned by Senator Allan 
Ellender (D., La.), accord- 
ing to John Arthur 
Reynolds, executive vice 
president of Western Cot- 
ton Growers association, 

Charles Shuman stated 
that the American Farm 
Bureau federation, of which 
he is president, opposed 
the Agriculture Act of 1965 
and is more opposed to it 
now than then. The Act of

ment storage, adequate 
supplies of all qualities, 
lower cost to the govern- 
ment, price differential 
based on quality, and phas- 
ing out of the price sup- 
port payments as rapidly 
as possible. 

However, in regard to 
wheat, feed grains and soy 
beans, Shuman stated that 
the bill by Senator Ribi- 
coff (D., Conn.) which would 
abolish all government 
loans and price support was 
consistent with the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau recom- 
mendations. When asked by 
Senator Ellender how his 
organization would propose 
to achieve the guide lines 
expected, Shuman said they 
expected to present definite 
recommendations ata later 
date. 

Shuman also stated that 
the American Farm Bureau 
supported large scale land 
retirement programs paid 
for by the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

All of the witnesses rec- 
ognized the seriousness of 
the farm problem and the 
many difficulties faced, At 
one time Senator Ellender 
noted ‘‘Slogans won’t solve 
the farm. problem.”’ 

Senator Milton Young 
(R., No Dakota) said, ‘‘Ab- 
olition of price supports 
would wreck the agricul- 
tural economy.’’ Senator 
Walter F. - Mondale (D., 
Minn.) stated that accord- 
ing to a study made by the 
Legislative Reference 
service of the Library of 
Congress several years 
ago, abolition of the gov- 
ernment farm programs 
and price support payments 
would be disastrous to 
farmers. 

Dechant stated that fail- 
ure to extend the Act of 
1965 would result in a loss 
of net farm income of up 
to $5 billion dollars per 
year. 

James H. Gilfoyl, cotton 
grower of Lake Providence 
La., said that the Act of 
1965 with some changes 
could accomplish the 
sought for results in cot- 
ton, Among other things
